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Report  From  Washington  That 
Arrangements  Concluded  Bv 
Negotiators  Will  Be  Strongly 
Opposed  In  Congress 


VARIOUS  INTERESTS 

WILL  COMBINE 


Lead  In  Opposition  Is  Unex- 
pectedly Taken  By  New  Eng- 
land Men— Old  Story  Likely 
To  Be  Repeated 


TORONTO,  Jan.  25. — A  Telegram  spe- 
cial from  New  York  this  afternoon 
quotes  a  special  to  the  Journal  of  Com- 
merce from  Washington  us  saying: 

•'Information  whic'i  has  reached  tlio 
senate  wltli  reference  to  the  contents 
of  the  reciprocity  treaty  or  arrangeinont 
concluded  by  President  Taft  with  Can- 
ada Is  already  leading  to  a  strong  com- 
bination of  forces  against  the  adoption 
of  the  agreement.  Singularly  enough, 
the  antagonism  seems  to  be  headed  by 
some  of  the  New  England  men  who  have 
boen  leading  the  tall<;  about' reciprocity. 
Tlie  treaty,  it  is  authoritatively  staled, 
lias  boon  framed  largely  along  the  New 
England  lines,  with  the  Idea  of  plficat- 
Ing  New  England's  desires  for  better 
trade  relations  and  as  far  as  possible 
offsetting  the  popularity  of  Democrats 
based  on  their  alleged  friendliness  to 
reciprocity. 

"In  spite  of  this  fact.  New  England 
men  in  both  houses,  who  have  been  in- 
vestigating the  status  of  the  agree- 
ment have  obtained  what  they  consider 
enough  official  information  to  warrant 
them  In  staling  that  they  expect  to  be 
obliged    to    vote    against    the    agreement. 

"This  is  considered  rather  .startling, 
as  cortiing  from  some  of  the  men  who 
had  been  re-elected  by  a  bare  majority 
because  of  their  professed  allegiance 
to  reciprocity.  Investigiition  at  tlio  capi- 
lol  shows  tliat  the  old  combination, 
which  has  always  killed  reciprocity  in 
the  past,  is  drawing  together  for  the 
same  purpose  now.  Interests  of  an  agri- 
cultural character  located  in  the  north- 
west, in  states  like  .N'orth  and  South 
Dakota  and  others  of  the  same  general 
position,  are  hostile  to  reciprocity  in 
food  products.  Northern  Michigan  and 
Northern  Wisconsin  Interests  are  oppos- 
ed to  the  proposed  concessions  on  pulp 
and  lumber,  while  New  England  is  get- 
ting ready  to  resist  on  the  strength  of 
the  concessions  made  on  fish,  wood  pulp, 
and  paper." 

Announcement  Today. 

OTTAWA,  Jan.  25.— During  today's 
sitting  Hon.  Wm.  Paterson  took  his 
seat  in  the  house.  The  appearance  of 
the  minister  of  customs  fresh  from  the 
scene  of  reciprocity,  negotiations  was 
gieeted  with  Liberal  cheers.  "Sir  W,l- 
frld  Laurler  announced  that  tomorrow 
afternoon  Hon.  Mr.  Fielding  would 
make  an  announcement  of  the  reciproc- 
ity   arrangements. 

Pretident    Taft's     Message. 

WASHINGTON.  Jan.  25.— After  a  day 
of  almost  incessant  labor  on  his  mes- 
sage, which  will  be  sent  to  Congress 
tomorrow,  with  the  reciprocity  agree- 
ment recently  reached  by  representa- 
tives of  the  United  States  and  Canada. 
President  Taft  called  a  special  meeting 
of  the  cabinet  at  10  o'clock  tonight  for 
the  purpose.  It  Is  understood,  of  dis- 
cussing the  measure. 

The  same  secrecy  that  characterized 
the  negotiations  of  the  reciprocity  con- 
ference has  been  tnalntained  as  to  the 
provisions  of  the  agreement. 

The  president.  It  Is  said,  has  prepared 
an  exhaustive  argument  In  his  message, 
explaining  In  detail  the  principal  feac- 
ures  of  the  agreement.  It  also  is  re- 
ported that  a  statement  analyzing  the 
effects  of  the  tariff  laws  on  trade  with 
Canada  In  the  past  and  the  probable 
results  that  would  be  obtained  by  the 
proposed  reciprocity  agreement  will  be 
transmitted  through  the  presldpnt  from 
the  state  department.  In  Canada  the 
farmers,  particularly  In  the  wst,  have 
been  clamoring  for  lowor  duties  on 
manufactured  products,  and  have  at  va- 
rious times  petitioned  the  Dominion 
government  to  effect  an  arrnngement 
with    the    United    Stairs. 

Manufocturers  In  the  Dominion  have 
vigorously     opposed      the     policy.      Tlie 


farmers    liave   also   asked   for  free    trade  ' 
in     agricultural    Implemint^     and     natu- 
ral    products. 

The  cabinet  wus  in  so.«isiim  about  an 
hour.  President  Taft  read  his  message 
and  the  reciprocity  agreement  and  the 
meeting  adjourned.  The  quick  adjust- 
ment was  taken  to  mean  that  the  meas- 
ure as  sot  fortli  by  PresidifUl  Taft  and 
Secretary  Knox  met  Willi  the  approval 
of  the  remaining  members  of  tho  cabi- 
net. Congress  will  receive  the  docu- 
ments at  4  o'clock  tomorrow  afternoon.

Alaska  Coal  Lands. 
WASPIINGTON,  Jan.  25.— The  leas- 
ing of  coal  land's  in  Alaska  Is  pro- 
vided for  in  a  bill  Introduced  today 
by  Representative  Mnndell  of  Wr"»nf>- 
ing,  chairman  of  the  house  committe*^ 
on  public  lands.  All  lands  containing 
merchantable  coal  In  Alaska  are  to  be 
reserved  from  all  other  disposition. 
This  will  not  prevent  the  location  and 
patenting  of  coal  lands  valuable  for 
metalliferous  minerals  on  which  the 
coal  and  the  right  to  mine  it  are  re- 
served to  the  government.

House  ship  subsidy  Investigating  com- 
mittee today  by  Alfred  W.  Dodavvorth, 
business  manager  of  the  paper. 

Earlier  In  the  day,  Paul  G.  Fournler, 
reprcBenting  tho  Urnnlan  Steamship 
Line,  against  which  the  so-called  Lon- 
don conference  lines,  controlling  what 
Is  all^ifred  <o  be  96  per  cent,  of  the  At- 
lantic passenger  trafflc,  are  arrayed, 
told  how  railroad  authorities  In  this 
country,  notably  the  central  passenger 
asuoclatlon  at  Chicago,  had  refused  to 
Sfill  tickets  routed  ov»«r  independent 
lines  unless  the  Independrnta  obtained 
th«»  sanction  of  the  conference  linns.

In  addition  to  ilie  setback  which  the 
NatloimllKt  party  v.'iU  recrlve  owlnr  it 
tlie  actian  of  the  puvernmont,  Mr.  Iteil- 
mond  nus  anotlior  thorn  in  his  side  aris- 
ing fr.)ui  the  lii'tivity  of  the  .Sinn  l-'oln 
party  in  Ireland — a  party  which  ad\  o- 
cate.s  the  total  withdrawal  of  the  Na- 
tionalists from  Westminster  and  a  boy- 
colt  of  everything  English  with  a  view 
to  bringing  the  British  government  to 
terms  as  speedily  as  possible.

FIRE  ON  THE 


San  Francisco  Liner  Has  Cargo 
In  Hold  Burning — Fire  Under 
Control^— Vessel  Not  In  Any 
Danger 


Alleged  Offer  Of  Mr.  Wong  To 
Pay  $2,000  To  Any  Person 
Who  Would  Kill  Interpreter 
David  Lew 


SAN  FRANCISCO,  Jan.  23.— A  fire 
was  discovered  in  the  hold  of  the 
steamer  Queen  of  the  P.aciflc  Coast 
Steamship  Company's  line,  bound  for 
Seattle  and  Victoria  with  many  pas- 
scngera  soon  after  she  passed  through 
the  Golden  Gate  today,  according  to 
wireless  communications  tonight.  Her 
position  was  given  as  off  Point  Reyea, 
55  miles   north. 

Later  advices  by  wireless  stated 
that  the  fire  was  under  control,  and 
that  there  was   no   danger. 

The  steamer  President  of  the  same 
line,  which  had  passed  out  about  the 
same  time  for  south  coast  points,  was 
ordered  by  wireless  to  go  Immediate- 
ly to  the  .iflsistance  of  the  Queen  and 
reached      the     vessel    about   8   o'clock. 

The  Are  was  discovered  In  hold  No. 
1,  which  soon  emitted  volumes  of 
smoke,  and  continued  to  smoulder  in 
spite  of  the  large  quantity  of  water 
with  which  the  hold  was  imm<ediately 
flooded. 

The  passengers,  of  whom  there  were 
about  150  aboard,  became  uneasy,  but 
soon  were  calmed  by  the  assurances 
from  Captain  Veh  and  two  other  offi- 
cers that  there  was  no  Immediate  dan- 
ger. At  11  o'clock  a  wireless  message 
was  received  here  that  the  Queen  had 
turned  back  and,  accompanied  by  the 
Prealdent.  the  tug  Sea  Queen,  and  the' 
revenue  cutter  McCulloch,  which  went 
out  when  the  "S.-O.-S."  signal  waa 
received,  would  reach  port  about  3 
o'clock.  The  wireless  dispatches  did 
not  Indicate  how  serious  the  fire  was.

TORONTO.  Jan.  25.— In  the  Ontario 
legislature  today  notice  was  given  by 
a.  H.  Ferguson,  of  Grenvllle,  that  he 
would  on  Friday  move  the  following 
resolution:  "That  in  the  opinion  of  this 
House  no  language  other  tfian  the  Eng- 
lish language  should  be  used  as  a 
medium  of  Instruction  In  the  schoola 
of  this  province." 

The  consideration  of  this  resolution 
will  probably  Hive  rise  to  aome  warm 
discuflsion,  and  will  bring  the  bl-lan- 
vuage  queatlon  Into  Ontario  polltica  In 
an  even  more  acute  form  than  the  con- 
troversy laat  year  by  Hon.  W.  J. 
Hanna's  letter  regardlnr  Bishop  Fal- 
lon's  vl»^W8. 

The  other  proceedinica  of  the  House 
today  were  unimportant.  The  formal 
addreaa  In  reply  to  the  Speech  from 
the  Throne  waa  moved  by  Mr.  Pratt 
(South  Norfolk),  and  aeconded  by  Dr. 
Torrance   (North  Perth). 

Both  tetitlemen  eulotlsea  the  Gov- 
emment  for  Ita  p««t  and  proepeirttve 
iestatatton.

His  evidence 
was  not  exactly  in  regard  to  the  definite 
points  of  the  enquiry,  but  It  was  a 
.scathing  Indictment  of  the  "graft"  he 
believed  had  permeated  every  depart- 
ment. 

His  was  a  meteoric  appearance,  and 
he  blazed  alike  on  the  commission,  on 
the  Dominion  government,  o'<  the  local 
Liberal  executive,  and  Mr.  Rouert  Kelly, 
its  chief,  in  particular.

That  every  department  of  the  Liberal 
government   which   ."(pent   money   or   had 
any    control    in    British    Columbia    spent 
it    through    the      Liberal      organization, 
here,  over  which   Mr.   Robert  Kelly  was 
the    head.    That    Mr.    Robert    Kelly    had 
the   control    of   everything   In    regard    to 
the  government  business  In  the  province 
and.    in    return,   supplied    funds   for  elec- 
tion campaigns.

Ion   Ihe  outskirts  of  Santa  Monica,  shorl- 
I  ly    atter    .six    o'clock    tonight,    and    after 
i  robbing      twenty-two       passengers      and 
■seriously    wounding    one    of    lliom.    were 
routed    and    forced    to    flee    by    a    single 
shot.  This  .shot  wounded  one  of  the  rob- 
bers, and  although  he  and  his  companion 
escaped    In    llie   brusli    for    the    time,    one 
of    tliem   was   subseQuently   captured. 

Hurry  Mitchell,  of  Santa  Monica,  who 
was  vvoimdod  in  the  fusilade.  was  shot 
in  llie  neck.  Ills  injuries  were  pronounc- 
ed serious  by  llio  surgeons  of  the  re: 
ceivlng  hospital'  here.  Tlie  bandit  who 
was  shot  received  the  bullet  In  the 
cheek.  Herbert  Harlan,  tlio  man  who 
siiot  him.  was  struck  by  a  bullet,  which 
pierced  his  coat  and  fell  harmlessly  into 
his  vest  pocket. 

The  wounded  bandit  was  captured  at 
9.30  o'clock,  when  he  boarded  a  car  to 
come  into  the  city  for  medical  treatment. 
The  wound  in  his  cheek  betrayed  him. 
When  brought  to  the  county  Jail  here 
he  gave  the  name  of  Roy  Fox  and  said 
he  was  19  years  old.  He  refused  to  give 
any  Information  concerning  the  identity 
of  his  companion  in  the  hold-up.

Mr.  Kerr  repUedi  naming  $12,000  as 
his  nrlce.  but  before  a  reply  -was  re- 
ceived from  Mayor  Taylor,  the  story 
that  the  western  city  was  after  Mr. 
Kerr  leaked  out  and  the  city  council 
met    hastily    and   raised   his   salary. 

This  ended  the  matter  so  far  as  Van- 
couver was  concerned,  for  Mr.  Kerr 
Immediately  wired  Mayor  Taylor  str^.- 
ing  that  he  had  decided  to  stay  In  Ot- 
tawa, and  would  not  be  an  applicant 
for  the  post.

At  the  conclu- 
sion Mr.  Fels  undertook  to  answer 
questions  from  any  of  those  in  the  au- 
dience. After  giving  satisfactory  an- 
swers to  those  seeking  information  a 
number  of  Socialists  proceeded  to  make 
more  or  lees  personal  attacks,  asking 
for  instance,  whether  lie  was  securing 
money  through  the  sweat  of  white 
slaves,  at  which  Chairman  C.  H.  L.u- 
grin.  Intervened  and  brought  the  pro- 
ceedings to  a  close  with  a  few  appro- 
priate references  to  the  enjoyment  and 
profit  derived  from  the  speeches  of  Mr. 
I'elH  and  others  on  the  programme. 
Waaltli  SlatrikaUoa. 
■R.  Ij.  Scott,  a  lumberman  of  Winni- 
peg, was  the  Hrst  introduced.  He  spoke 
of  the  development  of  Canada  the  past 
ten  years.  It  has  resulted  in  the  sa- 
curlng  of  wealth  by  a  large  proportion 
of  Us  citizens,  especially  those  residing 
In  the  West.  He  had,  three  years  ago, 
undertaken  the  study  of  economlca  and 
had  concluded  that  much  was  due  to 
speculation.  Speculation  meant  that 
somebody  got  something  for  nothing, 
that  is  those  who  were  successful  at  it. 
That  being  the  case  somebody  must 
have  given  something  for  nothing.  It 
wasn't  just  and  Ills  investigations  had 
led  him  to  the  conclusion  that  the  so- 
lution of  the  problem  was  free  trade 
and  the  single  tax.  The  problem  one 
iiunured  yvHrs  ago  was  •wealth  creation. 
That  of  today  was  wealth  distribution. 
In  a  century  the  gulf  between  those 
who  had  and  those  -who  had  not  hud  in- 
creased. The  problem  was  an  arrang',-- 
inent  whereby  those  who  had  not  would 
get  that  which  they  created.  He  advo- 
cated all  taxation  on-  the  value  of  th'e 
land.  Nothing  else  should  be  taxed  be- 
cause everything  else  was  created  by 
labor.  But  the  value  of  the  land  was 
created  by  the  people  and  it  was  emi- 
nently fair  that  what  was  the  people's 
should  be  taxed  for  the  benefit  of  the 
people.  This  princl^jlc  ho  said  should 
be  applied  flrst  municipally,  then  |>ro- 
vlncially    and    finally    federally. 

His  trip  through  Canada  liad  been  a 
liberal  education  declared  W.  O.  BaggU- 
.ston,  of  Portland.  The  single  tax  Idta 
was  spreading  east  and  west.  He  spoke 
of  the  Importance  of  a  government  be- 
ing directly  controlled  by  the  people. 
Of  the  thousands  of  Americans  coming 
from  the  States  to  Canada  to  go  on 
the  land  the  majority  said  that  the  con- 
ditions here  were  better.  He  believed 
them.  For  the  (irst  time  on  the  North 
.American  [continent  he  had  ridden  In 
a  municipally  o>ned  street  car  in  Cal- 
gary. (Applause.)  The  chief  cause  of 
corruption  In  private  life  was  private 
ownership  of  public  utilities.  In  his 
home  state,  Oregon,  there  was  a  con- 
stant flght  with  the  private  companies. 
There  they  had  the  initiative,  the  ref- 
erendum and  the  recall  and  these  me- 
diums were  used  to  control  the  govern- 
ment whenever  necessary.  He  believed 
the  people  of  Canada  were  freer  than 
In  the  United  States.  He  believed  that 
the  legislatures  hei-e  were  most  respon- 
sive to  the  will  of  the  people.  Conclud- 
ing he  referred  to  the  vote  received  by 
the  referendum  taken  here  on  the  single 
tax  proposal,  congrat>ilatIng  Victorians 
on  their  forward  move,  and  adjuring 
them  to  continue  In  the  right  path. 
(Applause.)

Yesterday  a  well  know  citizen  ex- 
pressed the  hope  that 'a 'certain  com- 
imny  would  do  something,  for  he  said  It 
would  bring  about  good  tinics  here.  He 
is  not  a  pessimist,  but  simply  a  Vlc- 
toriuu  who  has  not  yet  lost  the  old  way 
of  talking.  And  yet  when  he  spoke  the 
Princess  Adelaide,  the  most  palatial 
steamer  on  the  Pacific  Coast,  was  on 
her  return  trip  from  Vancouver  for 
which  place  she  left  Victoria  on  her 
initial  voyage  on  Tuesday  night.  This 
.•-•ailing  i.s  a  sign  of  the  times,  and  it  is 
worth  wlule  for, the  people  of  this  city 
|to  think  a  little  about  It. 

Six  yeara-.or,  so  ago  the  Princess  Vic- 
1 
torla  entere^l  upon  her  service  between 

this  city,  and  vVrtncouver,  and  It  is  no 
exaggeration  tosay  that  every  one,  in- 
cluding- a^  good,  many  Canadian  Pacific 
official.s  thought  she  was  very  much 
ahead  of  het"  time.  When  the  Prin- 
cess Charlotte  arrived  and  we  all  went 
down  to  look  her  over,  people  said  that 
lier  coming  meant  that  the  Canadian 
Pacific  was  about  to  engage  in  the  San 
Francisco  trade,  for  they 'said  such  a- 
ship  could  not  possibly  be  reciulred  In 
the  local  service.  We  need  not  speak' 
of  the  other  Princesses,  iDut-  come  to 
th(^  Adelaide,  and  in  connection  with 
mention  of  her,  we  may  observe  that  a 
sister  ship  1^  approa'phlng  our  harbor. 
Then  we  have  the  G.  T.  Pacific's 
Pjinces.  In  view  of  these  things  the 
SMi!ing*of  the  Adelaide  is  a.  sign  of  the 
times,  and  at  once  a  reminder  of  wmit 
has  been  accomplished  and  a  promise 
of  what  is  to  come. 

There  is  no  doubt  at  all  that  the 
coming  of  the  Princess  Victoria  was 
the  beginning  of  a  new  era  in  the  his- 
tory of  Victoria.  It  concentrated  the 
eyes  of  the  country  upon  Vancouver 
Island.  It  was  instrumental  In  inaug- 
urating that  truly  wonderful  progress 
that  has  taken  place  and  is  now  going 
on.  We  do  not  say  that  the  entrance 
of  the  Canadian  Northern  into  the 
Island,  the  purchase  of  the  K.  &  N. 
Railway  and  its  extension  and  the  In- 
vestmcn.t  of  millions  by  the  Canadian 
1'  Collieries  Company  in  this  Island  are 
indirectly  due  to  the  coming  of  the  Prin- 
cess A'ictoria,  but  there  is  some  con- 
nection between  them.  The  city  and 
the  l.'Jland  were  given  an  impetus  then 
which  ha.s  not  yet  lost  Its  eff€ct,  but 
on   the  contrary   is  growing  in  force. 

If  there  ever  were  a  people  who  had 
a  right  to  look  forward  fo  t1ie  future 
with  reelings  of  the  greatest  hopeful- 
ness, if  ever  there  was  a  people  who 
■hart  the  ball  of  opportunity  at  their 
feet,  the  people  of  Victoria  are  in  that 
position.  None  of  us  can  hope  to  meas- 
ure what  are  the  potentialities  of  the 
situation.  Thi.s  i.s  the  hour  for  cour- 
age and  enterpri.«p.  We  do  not  say  it 
is  the  last  chance  that  wo  will  have, 
for  we  do  not  believe  it,  but  we  do  say 
that  it  is  a  chance  such  as  has  been 
offered  to  the  people  of  few  cities,  and 
that  tlie  day  has  arrived  when  we  can 
make  such  an  advance  as  the  most 
hopeful  of  us  has  never  anticipated. 
Wo  May  this  because  the  mure  one  ex- 
amines the  ijossibllitles  of  t)>«  Bltia- 
tlon  the  more  he  will  be  impressed  wTth 
their  Ininxmaity. 


IMPORTANT    IF   TRU€. 

Mr.  Andrew  Carntgic  i.-s  reported 
aa  saying  that  President  Taft  is  plali- 
ning  a  broad  and  comprehensive 
treaty  with  the  United  Kingdom, 
which  will  go  far  towards  rendering 
war  within  the  -  Kngli«h-apeaking 
World  impossible.  If  this  i.s  true,  it 
is  easiljj  one  of  the  most  Important 
steps  taken  In,  the  history  of  the 
world.  The  United  Kingdom  aiid  'the 
United  States  would  have  no  right  to 
dictate  to  oth<^r  nations,  but  if  they 
were  united  in  a  league  of  peace,  the 
moral  effect  of  their  alliance  would 
be  very  great.  The  people  of  other 
countries  would  bp  encouraged  to  as- 
sert themselves  and  thereby  get  rid 
of  the  burden  of  niilitarlsm.  We  have 
already  said  in  these  ^splumna  that 
the  term  militarism  cannot  properly 
be  Jtpplied  to  conditions  existing  in 
the  English-speaking  world.  In  the 
countries  comprising  it  the  array  and 
the  navy  are  simply  anna  of  the  civil 
power,  but  in  Continental  Europe  the 
whole  system  of  government,  except 
in  the  case  of  a.  few  minor  countries, 
rests  upon  the  army.  This  is  true 
even  of  F'rance,  republic  though  it 
nominally  is._ 

We  are  very  sure  that  any  over- 
tures which  President  Taft  may  make 
to  the  British  government  looking  to 
the  negotiation  of  a  treaty  along  the 
lines  mentioned,  would  be  received  !n 
the  most  cordial  spirit  possible.  If 
there  could  be  peace  for  a  hun'^rd 
years  between  the  two  great  branches 
of  the  world's  population,  whose  in- 
stitutions are  founded  upon  the  Com- 
mon t,aw,  there  can  be  no  valid  reas- 
on why  there  should  not  always  be 
peace  between  them.  Especially  is 
this  the  case  because,  in  the  first 
place,  practically  every  question  over 
which  friction  can  arise  has  been 
disposed  of  by  the  process  of  arbi- 
tration, and,  in  the  second  place,  be- 
cause Canada  is  steadily  becoming  a 
link  between  the  United  Kingdom  and 
the  United  "States.

ural  advantages  of  the  harbor  ar#- fur- 
ther enhanced  by,  a  new  shipbuilding 
<lock.  The  proposed  dock  should,  Mr. 
Jardine  thinks,  be  not  less  than  1,200 
feet  in  length  anil  100  in  width,  so  that 
It  should  be  capabfe  iof  accommodating 
all  ships  that  will  be  In  order  during 
the  next  35  yeara  'in  the  Pacific.  Es- 
quimau harbor  h.is  nine  miles'  of  coast 
line  available  for  shipping  facilities, 
and  for  the  establishment  of  blast  fur- 
naces and  rolling.  This  alone  should 
arrest  the. attention  of  those  interested 
in  the  manufacture  of  iron,  as  it  gives 
them  an  opportunity  of  setting  up  fac- 
tories in  immediate  pro.ximity  to  the 
proposed  grading  dock,  which  it  Is 
hoi>ed,  is  to  be  built  before  long  by  the 
Dominion  government.  This,  with  the 
advent  of  the  C.  N.  R.  means  an  In- 
crease of  population  and  trade  beyond 
our  comprehension.  During  the  last  12 
months  property  In  Esquimau  has 
rhsen  to  a  very  handsome  figure 
already.

And  yet  there  are,  in   Victoria,  hun- 
dreds o-f  girls  working  for  wagea  rang- 
ing  from   »15   to  |40  a   month  in  stores 
and    factories   and    ufficcs   who   have   to 
provide    their    own    board    and    lodging. 
The  instances  given  show  that  the  fault 
is  not  all  on  the  side  of  the  employers. 
Rich    people,    who   can    pay   very    high 
wa?cs  do  not  suffer.     Poor  people  who 
live  very   simply,  do  not  look   for  help 
except    ir    sickness.      iUit     the     house- 
keeper who  has  Utile  children,  a  mod- 
erate   income   and    who    does    not   want 
to  giv.-  u]    all  her  frlcnd.s  has  a     very 
difficult    time  to   procure   such  help   as 
she  needs.     Just   what  is  the  cau.su   of 
the  scarcity  and  how  Lt  is  to.be  reme- 
died  are  questions^  that  are  very  diffi- 
cult  to   answer.     . 

Even  when  girls,  who  Jiavc  been  ac- 
customed to  the  moderate  wages  of 
Great  Britain  or  the  eastern  provinces 
come  here  they  at  once,  however  in- 
experienced, demand  salaries  which  the 
higher  .cost  of  living  in  the  west,  put 
beyond  the  means  of  all  but  the  rich 
to  pay.  The  woman  who  will  propose 
a  -ure  remedy  for  this  (itate  of  things 
will  be  entitled  to  the  gratitude  of  that 
very  large  class  of  people  upon  whom 
the  prosperity  of  the  city  depends  in  a 
very  great  measure. 


It  is  hard  fot  fskny^ohe 'who  is  not 
brought  into  direct  contract  with  it,  to 
ijnderstand  how  much  discomfort,  if 
not,  distress,  is  ca,used  here  by  the  dif- 
ficulty of  obtaining  help  in  the  homes 
of   people   of   moderate  means. 

It  may  not  do  any  harm  to  give  a 
few  instances  that  have  been  reported 
within  a  week.  A  mother,  whom  cir- 
cumstances have  compelled  to  be  a 
wage-earner,  has  a  delicate  child.  She 
would  gladly  encourage  a  girl  of  15  to 
keep  on  the  fire,  and  attend  to  ^he 
child's  wants.  She  cannot  pay  a  wo- 
man's wages  but  the  girl  would  be 
well  fed  and  could  earn  enough  to 
clothe  her  well. 

Another  mother,   who  has  her  house 
to>  keep   in  orier.  her  husband's  meals 
to  get   and   social   duties   to  attend   to 
is  glad   to  get  a   little   girl,   too   young 
for  much  work,  to  mind  her  baby  at  a 
salary  of  ?15  a  month  and  her  board. 
A    daughter   is    obliged   to    leave   her 
'  mother  who  la  lU  alone  part  of  the  day. 
Her   anxiety   would   be   relieved    if   she 
could    leave   her   under   the    care    of    a 
kind    woman  and   she  could  afford     to 
pay  a  fair  sum  for  such  services.     The 
mother  of  three  children   wanted  help. 
A    woman    who    could    not     cook      and 
would  not   wash,   wanted   $40   a   month 
and  board.    That  sum  was  entirely  be- 
yond   the    means    of    the    housekeeper 


The  women  of  Toronto  have  a 
Household  Economic  As.sociation.  It 
is  not  suggested  here  that  another 
woman's  society  should  be  formed  in 
Victoria.  But  it  might  be  possible  for 
some  of  those  already  existing  to  de- 
vote attention  to  this  subject. 

There  l.s,  in  these  days,  much  need  to 
learn  how  to  avoid  waste  as  well  as 
to  make  the  most  of  the  material  at 
the   housewife's  command. 

The  Toronto  ladles,  a  few  days  ago, 
llsetned  to  an  address  by  the  Inspector 
of  weights  and  measures.  This  gentle- 
man, whose  name  Is  Mr.  McConvey. 
advised  the  women  to  do  their  own 
buying.  Ordering  by  telephone  Is  re- 
sponsible for  much  dishonesty,  accord- 
ing to  this  authority'. 

Every  woman  should  keep  a  scale 
in  her  kitchen  and  check  off  the 
weights  after  the  purchases  arrive. 
Whether  some  one  voiced  a  feeling 
very  general  among  housewives  that 
there  is  something  small  about  such  a 
liroccc/Jlng  or  not,  Mr.  McConvey 
argued  that  as  women  have  the  spend- 
ing of  80  per  cent  of  the  money  earned 
in  the  .country  it  is  only  right  that  they 
.should  exercise  every  care.  There  is 
no  such  a  thing  as  having  fajse 
weights  In  Canada  as  has  been  the  case 
in  the  United  States.  It  Is  worth  while 
reading  what  thi.s  official  says  about 
our  weights.  Referring  to  the  state- 
ment that  80  per  cent  of  the  scales  in 
the    United    States,  were    made    to   de- 


plenty  of  It.  It  la  homely  doctrine  but 
many  a  woman  knows  to  her  cost  that 
Irregular  meale,  haetlly  eaten,  ruin 
even  the  be!»t  digestion,  and  lay  the 
foundation  of  much  weakness  and  auf- 
ferlng.  •  ^ 

No  stranger  coming  to  the  city  who 
wishes  for  Information  or  guidance 
need  be  without  It  for  the  secretary 
and  Traveler's  Aid  is  both  ready  and 
willing  to  welcome  all  who  apply  |to 
her.  ^  , 

As  every  one  knows,  the  providing  lof 
comfortable    homes    for   young    womten 
who    have    little    money    to    spend    and 
the  accommodation  of  strangers  Is  but 
a   very   small   part   of   the   work   which 
a   properly    e<iulpped    Young    Women's 
Christian   Association    should     aim      to 
accomplish.     There  are  many  of  these 
In.stltutlons    which    do    not    touch    this 
work,    leaving    to    other    philanthropic 
societies.      In    Victoria,    however,      the 
ladies   who   took  up   Y.    W.   C.   A.   work 
saw    that   this   was   a    field    unoccupied 
and   they   entered  upon  it.     Something, 
though    not    so    much      as     .might      be 
wished,   has  been  done  in   other  direc- 
tions.    The  new  building  with  its  lar- 
ger  rooms   will   afford   more   space    for 
religious     and     social      meetings.     Tiic 
educational    schemes   of   the   sbciety    an 
well    as      facilities      for     exercise      and 
recreation  must  wait  till  the  people  of 
Victoria  are  ready  to   give   the  girls  a 
building  of  the  same  kind  as  they  have 
provided  for  their  young  men.     In   the 
meantime    the      kindly,      large-minded 
women    who    form    the.  directorate    of 
the  society  are  Influencing  for  good  all 
girls    who    come    within    their    sphere. 
Many  who  would  otherwise  be  friend- 
less, find  through  them,  companionship 
and    help.     Already,   much     has     been 
done    but   It    is    o"^    beginning.       The 
work    is    one   In    which    all    women,    es- 
pecially   all    young    women,    should    be 
Iterested.      Nor    should    fathers    be    in- 
different.     There    is    no    Influence    for 
good   which  Victoria   can   throw   round 
her  girls  that  should  not  be  exercised.

"With  our  present  system  such  a 
thing  la  impossibly;;  iji  Canada.  The 
.scales  are  not  m«idc  to  defraud,  for 
every  scale  that  leaves  the  factories 
has  to  be  inspected  and  marked  by  the 
government  Inspector.  Sometimes  the 
retailers  are  unscrupulous,  and  turn 
the  scales  to  their  own  uses,  but  that 
Is  not  the  fault  of  our  system  of  in- 
spection. 

"When  a  manufacturer  makes  a  new 
kind  of  scale  he  has  to  send  a  sample 
to  Ottawa  to  the  department.  It  is 
tested  in  every  po.sslble  way,  and  the 
sample  is  kept.  It  It  is  found  to  be  up 
to  the  mark  a  circular  letter  is  sent  to 
all  the  inspectors  throughout  the  coun- 
try, and  the  scale  may  be  used!  The 
sample  stays  at  Ottawa. 

••As  the  chief  inspector  said  at  a  re- 
cent convention  in  Paris  it  would  not 
matter  if  a  manufacturer  had  shipped 
a  scale  to  Canada  as  long  as  25  years 
ago;  if  he  wrote,  giving  tlie  make 
and  number  of  the  scale,  we  could  t«ll 
hlni  exactly  where  it  was  at  the  pres- 
ent moment,  whether  it  was  changed 
a  dozen  times  or  not. 

"The  standards  are  kept  In  a  steel 
vault  at  Ottawa;  the  speaker  of  the 
senate  has  one  and  so  has  the  speaker 
of  the  house  of  commons." 

This  is  very  satisfactory.  The  gov- 
ernment, however,  takes  every  care 
that  the  scales  shall  remain  in  perfect 
condition.  This  will  not  prevent  fraud, 
however.  Light  weight  can  be  put  on 
good  scales,  Various  devices  are  re- 
sorted to  by  dl.shnnest  dealers.  Meat, 
according  to  the  evidence  of  Mr.  Mc- 
Convey, was  e.'specially  likely  to  be  dis- 
honestly weighed.  A  number  of  Tor- 
onto women  related  their  experiences 
which  agreed  with  this  .statement.

It  Is  easy  eno\igh  to  guess  what 
might  happen  to  Bome  of  them  if  the 
Young   Women's  Christian   Association 
did    not  offer   its   care  as   a   shield   for 
them.      The    association    quits    the    old 
year  with  a  long  record  of  good  deeds, 
and    if   the   people   of  Seattle  Will    give 
the  association  the  8ilj3port  they  Ought 
to  give  It  In  Us  efforts  to  rttlse  $40,000 
with    which    to    build    a    suitable    and 
adequate  home,  the  record  of  the  pres- 
ent year  will  be  still  more  creditable.  A 
single   year's   work   of   this  association 
Is  worth   infinitely  more  than  the  sum 
it   Is   asking  the   people   of   Seattle     to 
subscribe.

Our  own  city  Is,  In  many  respects, 
very  different  from  Seattle,  but  In  some 
me.isure,  every  city  has  the  same 
needs. 


There  is  an  old  lady  living  in  Battle- 
ford  who  may  be  looked  upon  as  the 
pioneer  of  the  not  inconsiderable  num- 
ber of  women  newspaper  writers  in 
Canada.  Mrs.  Laurie,  who  Is  73  years 
old  Is  still  the  owner  of  a  paper  in 
what,  at  one  time,  promised  to  be  the 
capital  of  the  Northtwest. 

There  were  but  six  white  women  in 
Fort  Garrj-  when  P.  G.  lAurle  started 
a  newspaper  there,  according  to  the 
Canadian  Courier.  It  was  a  dangerous 
place  to  live  in  during  the  Riel  Re- 
bellion and  the  Fenian  Raids.  When 
her  husband  was  absent  "from  the  of- 
fice, as  he  had  often  to  be  during  those 
stormy  times,  his  wife  saw  ,that  the 
paper  came  out.  .^4,;   •»> 

In  1882  the  couple  went  to  Battleford, 
arriving  on   the  eve  of-the  second  re- 
bellion.     The    printing    press    was    set 
up  again  but  soon  the  house  was  burn- 
ed   down   and    with    it,      the     printing 
press.     Mrs.  Laurie  herself  was  among 
the    prisoners    for     whom      Canadians, 
from    the   Atlantic    to   the   Pacific,    felt 
the    keenest    anxiety.        The     rebellion 
over,    the    paper    resumed    publication, 
and    Is   still   circulating.     Her  husband 
is  gone  but  Mrs.  Laurie  still   lives  for 
her  paper.     As  might  be  supposed  she 
is  a  Conservative,  one  of  «■  very  small 
party  in     the     splendid     province     In 
which  she  has  seen  wonderful  develop- 
ment.    Mrs.  Laurie   Is  among  the  wo- 
men, and  there  are  many  of  them,  who 
have    endured    great    hardships    at    the 
beginning  of     the   settlement     of     the 
middle  west.     To  the  bravery  ami  for- 
titude of  Its' women  no  less  than  to  the 
Industry  and  enterprise  of  Its  men.  the 
great  prairie  land  owes  its  great  pros- 
perity.

A,  Former  Bill 
Two  years  ago  he  (Mr.  Williams) 
hart  introduced  a  bill  to  provide  hrst 
aid  for  \he  injured  in  camps,  but  he 
had  withdrawn  it  at  the  reijuest  of  the 
i'lDvincial  Secretary,  who  had  prom- 
i.«ed  to  introduce  a  bill  the  following 
session  tl^jtt  would  cover  the  ground. 
Last  session,  however,  notniiig  had  ap- 
peared, and  he  therefore  took  it  that 
in  the  present  meaisure  power  would 
b,-  given  to  the  Board  of  Health  to  in- 
clude something  in  the  way  of  first  aid. 
Tn  most  of  the  camps  in  this  Province 
the  .men  were  ajssfessed  so  much  ijer 
month  for  medical  attendance.  Wliile 
wnrking  on  the  construction  of  the  Co- 
lumbia &  Western  Railway  himself, 
they  were  assessed  $1  a  month,  and 
provided  witfi  a  medical  student  who 
was  sent  out  to  experiment  on  them. 
If  he  received  the  whole  of  the  cissesi- 
nient,  lie, would  have  Ijeen  better  paid 
than  the  best  doctor  In  Victoria.  But 
he  understood  that  while  $350  was  paid 
monthly  to  the  man  supplying  medical 
attendance,  the  doctor  performing  the 
work  was  paid  only  $100.  Tn  connec- 
tion with  the  construction  of  the  Can- 
adian Northern,  he  hoped  the  Govern- 
ment would  see  to  it  that  no  poverty- 
stricken  cousin  of  Mackenzie  &  Mann, 
practicing  as  a  medical  student,  would 
be  allowed  to  exploit  the  men  on  whom 
he  might  be  sent  out  to  experiment. 

Mr.    llawthornthwalte    said    that    he 
could    ondor.se    the   views    of    his    com- 
rade  from    Newcastle  as   to  the  neces- 
sity for  this  bill,  and  also  as  to  the  ef- 
lleiency  of  Dr.   Fagan  and   the   Health 
Hoard  of  the  Province.      It  was  a  mark 
of   Increasing   intelligence   on   the   part 
of    the    Government   of    the    day    when 
such   measures  were  being  taken,  even 
though  they  had  originated  In  the  agl- 
t.atlons  of  the  working  class.      If  there 
were    sixteen    Socialists    in    the    House, 
as    there   had    been    sixteen    Liberals   a 
few    years     ago,    there    would      be    far 
more    labor   legislation.       In    regard    »o 
the  bill  before  the  House,  he  could  no: 
see  tliat  the  Health  Board  would  have 
power    to    enforce    the    regulations,    so 
that   the   bill   was  something  of  a  gold 
brick.      He   thought  there  should   have 
been   llrst  a  commission  to  Investigate 
conditlniiH   In   lumber  camjis,  and   then 
the    Hoiis<'    could    legl.>^late    with    niore 
intelligence.      The  lumber  ramps  of  the 
Provlnc(>  were  turning  out  cripples  who 
were    tilling   the   charitable  Institutions 
of   British   Columbia,  while  man.v  were 
begging   alms   on    the   streets  of   Van- 
couver and  Victoria.     It  was  high  time 
that  the   Hoard  of  [lealth  made  an  In- 
vestigation  of  these  conditions,   but  In 
the  menntlme  he  was  glftd  to  see  some- 
thing   attempted — although,     like     the 
member   for    Newcastle,   he   had   vrave 
doubts   as    to   the   success   of   the  pro- 
posed   method    of   doing   It,   especially 
under    the   provisions   of    Clause    1    of 
the  bill,  to  which  he  had  directed  Bt- 
tentlon. 

Pramiar    Explains 

Premier  McBrlde  said  bla  friend 
from  Nanalmo  seemed  to  be  under 
some  mlsttpprehenalon.  He  first  found 
fault  with  Section  1,  which  empowers 
the  aovernment  to  carry  out  these 
measurejt.  Of  course,  the  technical 
points  in  these  measures  would  depend 
lardtely  on  Dr.  Kaican,  the  secretary  of 
the  Board  of  Health,  and  on  the  Pro. 
vincial  Secretary,  who  was  himself  an 
exp«rlenced  medical  man.  With  res» 
pect  to  the  funds  that  mlirht  be  n«c»j- 
sary  for  the  enforcement  of  th»'  Act 
and  the  payment  of  the  ofltelula  that 
must  tie  apimlnted  to  •««  to  Its  ofwrm* 
tion,  It  wna  lh«  inte»l|oa  •£  tht  <kw- 


"The  government,"  he  continued,  "l.s 
not  unmindful  of  the  work  done  by  the 
member  for  Nanalmo  and  his  associates 
in  lntrodueU»K  meaHures  of  this  na- 
ture. We  must  be  forced  to  admit 
that  the  member  for  Nanalmo  especial- 
ly has  brought  to  the  attention  of  the 
House  the  necessity  for  bet'ler  sanita- 
toln  In  railway  and  logging  camps,  and 
we  have  no  desire  to  deprive  him  of 
any  credit  for  that.  And  I  may  pay 
that  in  regard  to  labor  measures  t.le 
Government  has  often  accepted  sug- 
gestions from  the  other  side  of  the 
House.  What  is  the  function  of  an  Oi)- 
positlon.  If  it  Is  not  to  criticise  and 
to  make  suggestions,  to  assist  in  the 
legislation  before  the  House?  I  am 
quite  satisfied  that  a  large  percentage 
of  the  measures  introduced  here  by 
our  Socialistic  friends  are  never  In- 
tended to  be  carried  through  their 
third  readings,  because  some  of  them 
in  their  details  are  so  drastic  and  al- 
most revolutionary  as  to  make  them 
impossible  of  enforcement.  The  Gov- 
ernment, while  always  ready  to  accept 
suggestions  for  the  betterment  of  the 
worklngmen,  has  not  only  to  consider 
the  welfare  of  the  working  classes,  but 
of  all  classes.  The  Government  does 
not  represent  the  working  classes 
alone,  but  all  classes  in  this  i)rovince. 
Why,  if  there  were  a  Socialist  party  in 
power  here  tomorrow  who  devoted 
their  whole  time  to  Socialistic  legisla- 
tion, the  Province  would  go  to  ruin, 
and  tliere  would  not  be  an  honest  day's 
pay  for  an  honest  day's  work,.,  and  no 
one  knows  that  better  than  my  friend 
from  Nanalmo.  We  arc  all  hero  to 
enact  measures  that  will  make  for  the 
betterment  of  all  conditions  in  the 
country  and  for  the  prosperity  of  all 
classes."    (Applau.se.) 

The  Premier  continued  lluit  he  had 
been  informed  by  the  President  of  the 
Council  that  any  regulations  passed  by 
the  Board  of  Health  must  be  approved 
by  the  Lientenant-Governor-In-Councll, 
.«;o  that  it  was  Impossible  for  them  to 
Itass  without  supervision  by  the  Gov- 
erimient   of   the  day. 

Mr.  Hawthornethwaite  further  ob- 
jected, saying  that  the  Board,  of  Health 
could  not  act  without  lpgi.:ilation  from 
the  House. 

The  Premier  pointed' out  that  in  thi.s 
matter  the  Board  of  Health  and  the 
Executive  were  practically  one.  They 
had  power  to  appoint  an  Inspector  and 
there  was  ample  machinery  in  the  law 
to  permit  of  the  enforcement  of  the 
Act. 

The  bill  passed  second  reading  un- 
opposed.

Of  the  minor  business  of  yesterday, 
petitions  were  presented  for  the  amend- 
ment of  the  Prince  Rupert  Incorponi- 
tlon  Act,  and  of  the  corporate  act  of 
the  West  Kootenay  Power  and  Light 
Co..  the  petition  of  the  Greenwood- 
Phoenix  Tramway  Co:  Ltd..  being  duly 
received.  The  Private  Bills  Committee 
duly  reported  the  following  bills,  which 
thereupon  received  first  reading:  To 
incorporate    the    Northern     Vancouver 


Island  Railway  Co.  (Mr.  Manson),  and 
to  Incorporate  the  Grouse  Mountain 
Scenic  Railway  Co. — these  measures 
now  going  automatically  to  the  Rail- 
way Committee.  The  bill  to  amend  the 
Tramway  Inspection  Act  was  eonslder- 
ed  111  committee,  the  committee  re- 
porting progress  In  order  that  the  reg- 
ulations affecting  car  eciulpment  and 
operation  within  cities  may  be  In  the 
hands  of  the  members  before  th's  stage 
of  progress  Is  passed:  iiml  the  bill  to 
amend  the  Oaths  Act  passed  through 
commlttc'e  without  amendment  or  ob- 
jection— to  receive  third  reading  todiiy.

'I  am  for  free  land,  free  trade,  and 
consenucntly  free  men.  I^Vee  produc- 
tion cannot  amount  to  much  interna, 
tionally  unless  it  is  accompanied  by 
free  trade.  Free  men  cannot  exist 
without  these  other  two  sound  econ- 
omic conditions."  Mr.  Joseph  I^'els, 
the  great  evangelist  of  the  single  tax 
doctrine  is  a  dynamic  jjorsonalit.v.  Ask 
him  any  question  about  economic 
conditlon.s  in  any  part  of  the  world 
and  he  will  weave  into  hia  answer  an 
agument  in  favor  of  the  taxation  of 
land  values.  He  is  the  created  living 
exponent  of  the  Henry  Georgitin  phil- 
osophy which  he.  coneider.s  the  only 
real  solution  for  unemployment.  The 
opponents  whom  Mr.  Fels  has  roused 
up  by  the  energetic  propaganda  which 
he  is  forever  carrying  on  have  ac- 
cused him  of  being  a  Socialist.  _Lls- 
ten  to  what  he  says: 

"Socialism  is  a  state  of  mind  an 
not  «,  conviction.  It  la  the  evlden 
of  the  want  and  misery  of  the  c 
mon  people,  of  their  impatience  \of 
monopoly  and  special  privilege  whi£h 
they  have  no  particular  program 
for  wiping  out.  The  agitation  'of  the 
masses  Is  what  is  bringing  the  single 
tax  ciuestion  into  world  prominence 
s  oqulckly.  Henr>'  George  outlined  a 
specific,  clear  cut  programme,  and,  he 
is  coming  into  his  own. 

"The  single  tax>  'movement  has 
wakened  up  during  the  la.st  eighteen 
months  in  practically  every  civilized 
country  in  the  world.  The  economic 
soundness  of  the  doctrine  enunciated 
by  Henry  George  is  now  being  recog- 
nized in  Great  Britain,  Denmark  Swe- 
denV  Germany,  the  United  States, 
Canada,  New  Zealand,  New  South 
Wales,  Victoria,  and  South  Australia. 
"Even  Italy  and  Mediaeval  Spain  are 
waking  up.  Henry  George's  books 
have  been  translated  into  Spani-nv 
^rid  there  is  a  Japanese  edition  of  his 
"Progress  and  Poverty." 

"I  have  had  more  or  less  to  do  with 
,the  agitation  of  tlie  single  tax  ques- 
t'ipn,  especially  in  Great  Britain  and 
thfe  "United  States.  I  have  esta^blish- 
ed  funds,  by  agreeing  to  duplicate 
whatever  sum.s  of  money  may  be 
raised  by  the  people  at  large  in  the 
different  countries  in  addition  to  any- 
thing which  may  be  doing  in  the  way 
of  spreading    the    propaganda   locally." 

'         Conditions   in    Britain. 

"Yon  ask  me  '  vt-hat  are  the'  oondl- 
ttons.  t»f  the  iand  Question  in  Great 
Britain.  They  are  simply  iriore  or 
less  duplicating  the  agitation  which 
Is  in  progress  throughout  the  world. 
Perhaps  the  condltiotis  may  be  more 
ticute  in  Great  Britain.  Party  feel- 
ing may  be  more  bitter  in  that  great 
country,  but  this  Is  caused,  by  the 
fact  that  it  has  become  a  political  and 
party  question,  very  largely  made  so 
by  the  parties  themselves.  Mono- 
jjOly  in  the  .land  and  special  privi- 
lege ahouW  not  be  a  party  question. 
It  is  a  human  question  pure  and  slm- 
Iily.  The  rights  of  the  common  peq- 
ple  to  their  land  must  sooner  or  later 
be  recognized  by  the  few  superior 
persons   who  claiiTi   to  own  the  earth. 

"The  valuation  of  all  the  land  in 
Great  Britain,  is  now  going  on.  The 
provisions  of  the  1910  budget  are  that 
a  small  land  value  tax  shall  be  placed 
on  urban  lands,  and  all  of  a  price  of 
Crin  and  upwards  per  acre.  The  bud- 
get exempts  from  taxation  all  agricul- 
tural lands,  but  this  will  be  quickly 
remedied  as  soon  as  the  people  of 
lOngland  find  out  the  enormous  asset 
I  hey  have  in  land  values.  I  boldly 
say  that  no  man  ran  own  any,  land. 
He  can  only  in  holding,  or  in  his  deed 
to  the  land  prevent  other  men  from 
using   his   land,    so   called." 

"Do  you  consider  there  Is  any  dan- 
r.o.r  of  a  landed  aristocracy  being  cre- 
ated in  Canada?"   Mr.  Fels  was  asked. 

"None,"  was  the  reply.  "The  fact 
t'l.-r.  the  three  western  province.s  are 
already  aflame  with  the  distinct  con- 
viction that  the  improvements  on  per- 
sonal property  of  every  kind  shall  be 
exempt  from  taxation,  and  that  the 
Flnews  of  war  for  public  work  «nd 
fur  the  support  of  the  m.u-hinery  of 
Kovfrnrnent  shall  be  taken  from  land 
values  pretty  conclusively  shows  that 
when  once  the  peoiilo  of  Canada  got 
back  some  of  their  own  they  will  want 
it  ail.       Already   the   cities   and  towns 


Is  at  the  present  moment  losing  pop- 
ulation to  Vancouver,  and  in  no  small 
degree  either,  even  tliough  Victoria 
'  would  irrefer  to  think  not." 

"What  do  you  consider  thd  next 
l)est  econonjic  move  that  the  West 
should  make'.'"  asked  the  inter- 
viewer. 

Taxes  On  Industry. 


Grateful  Mothers! 


What    Zam-Buk    Did    For    Their    Little 
Ones. 


"Do  away  absolutely  with  every 
tax  on  industry,  wiicthcr  in  tlio  shape 
of  license,  business  or  income  tax," 
was  the  immediate  rejoinder.  "What's 
the  good  of  making  it  lawful  for  a 
man  to  earn  money  by  labor  and  then 
to  take  part  of  that  money  away.  If 
he  has  no  right  to  the  money  it  should 
be  stopped  in  transit  before  it  reaches 
the  man,  as  this  country  is  proceed- 
ing  to   do    in   tailing   land   values.' 

"How  is  a  government  to  get  its 
revenue  you  ask'^  Simply  by  the  tax- 
ation of  land  values.  Taking  the 
annual  rental  of  land,  all  the  value  of 
which  is  given  by  the  present  popu- 
lation, no  other  tax  whatever  is  nec- 
essary to  carrj-  on  public  administra- 
t  Ion  of  every  character.  I  linow  of 
better  recipe  for  stamping  out  uii- 
mployment.  I  couldn't  find  a  pau- 
per in  Vancouver.  I  can  fln  1  hun- 
dreds in  everj'  other  place  th..t  .ws 
not  got  the  e-vjuption  of  tmnro  ce- 
ments from  taxation  and  a  land  values 
tax." 

"To  what  do  you  attribute  the  high 
cost  of  living  which  is  prevalent  both 
In  Europe  and  on  this  continent?" 
was   the  next  question. 

"It  is  due  to  the  monopoly  of  the 
land  and  special  j)rlvilege  which  are 
being  more  and  more  focussed  day 
by  day.  It  is  due  to  what  in  this 
country  is  known  as  Protection,  In 
England  as  Tariff  Reform,  and  in  the 
United  States  as  the  Tariff.  Boxes  of 
matches  sell  here  for  five  cents  each. 
We  buy  them  in  London  at  six  boxes 
for  a  penny.  It  is  possible  to  order 
from  a  good  tailor  in  London  a  busi- 
ness suit  of  clothes  which  will  cost 
say  £4.  From  the  same  class  of 
tailor,  the  same  class  of  suit  in  Vic- 
toria would  cost  perhaps  $40  or  more 
likely  $45.  A  Heath  hat  in  London 
can  be  bought  for  eleven  shillings.  In 
Victoria  it  costs  $5.  A  pound  of 
good  butter  in  London  two  months 
ago  at  an  average  grocer's  shop  cost 
fourteen  pence.  Last  week  in  New 
York  good  butter  was  selling  at  fifty 
cents,  a  pound.  Fresh  eggs  in  Lon- 
don are  thirteen  for  a  shilling.  I  mean 
.fresh  eggs,  not  cold  storage  eggs. 
They  are  double  that  price'  In  "Phila- 
delphia. Everything  made  in  Canada, 
which  is  exported  as  well,  can  be 
bought  cheaper  in  the  foreign  country 
to  which  n  goes  than  in  Canada.  The 
citizens  of  this  country  are  fintjd  and 
penalized  for  being  citi'/ens"  and  they 
can  buy  their  own  goods  cheaper  by 
leaving  their  country  than  by  remain- 
ing at  home  and  spending  their  money 
here.  It  is  exactly  the  same  In  the 
United  States,  my  own  countr>-.  Only 
we  are  older  at  the  bu3ines><  and  con- 
sequently are  that  much  more  ras- 
cally." 

Effects   Of   Llayd    George's   Budget 

"What  do  I  con.sider  are  the  effects 
to  date  of  the  Lloyd  George  budget? 
While  the  valuation  will  not  ibe  com- 
pleted for  two  years  yet,  and  the  tax 
will  not  be  in  opei-ation  until  then — 
acting  retrospectivefly  —  the  mere 
threat  forced  more  land  on  the  mar- 
ket at  both  auction  and  private  sale 
during  the  past  seven  months  than 
during  the  year  previous  to  the  pass- 
ing of  the  budget,  which  provided  for 
land  value  taxes.  The  reports  of  the 
boards  of  trade  in  England,  as  to  ex- 
ports and  other  transactions,  reflect 
an  improvement,  even  though  small. 
It  has  been  claimed  that  the  passing 
of  the  budget  drove  capital  out  of 
England,  but  beyond  shaking  out  a 
few  timid  land  holders,  this  claim  Will 
hold  no  water,  in  my.  opinion." 

"What  do  you  conssider  is  the  gen- 
eral effect  of  the  income  tax  or  any 
other  personal  property  tax 'r  Mr.  Fels 
was  asked  at  the  conclusion  of  the 
interview. 

"Not  only  In  my  opirilori,  but  in  the 
oi)lnlon  of  every  other  man  who  has 
the  <'ouraR-e  to  think  for  himself,  it 
makes  liars  and  thieves  of  those  so 
taxed.  A  man  will  swear  out  of  his 
income  tax  sooner  even  than  ho 
would  bid  goodby  to  his  mother- ia- 
law  who  has  been  living  with  him  a 
whole  season.  It  and  similar  taxes 
have  further  the  effect  of  not  getting 
the  revenue  sought."

With  about  four  hundred  thousand 
dollars  worth  of  sUk  for  New  York 
city,  comprlslnK  about  800  bales  and 
thlrty-eiglit  passcneers,  three  of  whom 
were  European,  the  liner  Seattle  Maru 
of  the  Osaka  Shosen  Kalsha  line  run- 
ning In  conjunction  with  the  Chicago 
&  Milwaukee  Railroad  from  Tacomu, 
docked  at  the  outer  wharf  yesterday 
morninB  after  a  good  passage  from 
ports  of  the  Far  East.  The  vessel  was 
threatened  only  once  by  heavy  weather 
when  about  three  days  out  from  Yoko- 
hama, but  this  proved  only  to  be  the 
tallend  of  a  storm  that  had  been  and 
the  vessel  sailed  through  arriving  hero 
one  day  ahead  of  schedule.  Two  hun- 
dred and  fifty  tons  of  general  freight 
was  brought  by  the  vessel  for  this 
port  and  although  It  was  discharged 
with  all  dispatch  the  vessel  sailed  for 
Port  Townsend  unable  to  make  con- 
nections there  to  clear  for  Tacoma  last 
night.  ^ 

Mr.  G.  D.  Henderson,  a  traveler  who 
embarked  yesterday  afternoon  for  Van- 
courvcr  bound  for  the  East,  and  fifteen 
Chinese  and  three  Japanese  debarked 
at  thisi  port.  Mr.  B.  B.  Grace,  an 
American  merchant  of  Manilla,  and 
Miss  B.  T.  Hall,  a  young  lady  who  is 
completing  the  round  trip  from  the 
States  to  Manilla,  were  also  passengers 
on  the  vessel  booked  for  Tacoma.  The 
other  passengers,  all  Japanese,  were  for 
Puget    Sound. 

Chicago  BCaru  Damaged. 
When  the  Seattle  Mary  was  In  port 
at  Kobe,  the  steamer  Chicago  Maru, 
which  encountered  a  terrific  storm  on 
her  last  outbound  trip  from  this  port, 
was  undergoing  repair  at  the  Japanese 
port.  Lifeboats  were  lost,  deckhouses 
swept  away  Into  the  sea  and  main  sa- 
loon badly  damaged.  The  storm  was 
the  worst  the  vessel  has  encountered 
since  the  introduction  of  the  service 
and  the  vessel  was  delayed  almost  a 
week  making  repairs. 

The  steamer  Minnesota  also  had  a 
rough  passage,  breaking  her  tall  shaft 
during  the  gale.  She  reached  Vancou- 
ver two  days   late   under  one   engine. 

The  Seattle  Maru  brought  news  that 
a  number  of  Japanese  fishing  vessels 
were  lost  In  a  heavy  storm  which  pre- 
vailed near  Owarl  hay  on  January  Stli. 
Twenty  vessels  wrere  wrecked  and  120 
m«n  drowned.       '  '' 

The  steamer  Glenoglo,  formerly  In 
the  Dodwell  line  running  to  Victoria, 
met  with  an  accident  according  to  ad- 
vices by  the  Seattle  Maru.  Bound  from 
Amoy  to  Singapore,  sprang  a  leak  when 
200  miles  south  of  Gap  Rock  and  put 
back  to  Hongkong.  The  leakage,  says 
the  S.  C.  Morning  Post  of  December  24; 
was  situated  In  the  engine  room,  and 
was  due  to  the  dl.splacement  of  a  pipe. 
As  there  were  1,900  passengers  on  board 
it  Is  fortunate  the  leak  did  not  occur 
further  out  at  pea  or  during  rough 
weather,  as  the  result  would  probably 
have  been  disastrous. 

Install   Wlreioaa. 

With  the  next  voyage  of  the  Seattle 
Maru  from  the  Orient,  will  come  the 
first  wireless  instrument  of  the  O.saka 
Shosen  line.  Following  the  Installation 
of  this  liner  all  others  in  order  of  ar- 
rival   In   Japan   will   be  equlppei. 


C.Hpt.  Thomui--.  her  nuiijter,  who  was 
washed  overboard  off  Capo  Horn  while 
the  vessel  was  en  route  from  Aus- 
tralia to  Europe  on  her  last  voyage. 
The  vi'ssel  was  badly  damaged  during 
'  the  st'jrm  In  which  Cupt.  Thomas  IdbI 
his  life,  but  she  managed  to  arrive  in 
Europe,  only  to  strike  Tuskar  rock 
later  and   become  a  total  wreck. 

The  story  cvf  the  vessel's  terrible 
night  oft  Cape  Horn,  when  Capt. 
Thomas  lost  his  llfe_  is  told  by  Second 
Mate  Thonard  and  printed  in  a  Euro- 
pean shipping  paper,  received  yester- 
day, as  follows: 

'"On  the  morning  of  October  10  at 
3:04  o'clock."  said  Second  Mate  Thon- 
ard, "I  was  roused  by  the  mate  who 
told  me  to  come  on  deck  immediately 
to  take  the  foresail  in.  He  Informed 
me  that  a  part  of  the  starboard  bul- 
warks had  been  carried  away  by  a 
heavy  sea.  As  I  came  out  of  the  com- 
panlonway  I  stumbled  on  the  captain, 
who  told  me  to  go  forward  and  haul 
the  sail  up,  telling  me  to  bo  careful 
along  the  deck,  which  was  awash.  On 
my  way  forward  I  had  no  opportunity 
to  learn  the  extent  of  the  damiigo  as 
I  had  to  pick  my  way  carefully  through 
the  water,  that  swished  from  side  to 
side  as  the  ship  rolled.  As  soon  as  I 
reached  the  weather  side  of  the  for- 
ward house  1  was  able  to  look  up. 

"All  of  the  yards  on  the  foremost 
were  swinging  heavily,  as  the  ice 
braces  were  completely  gone.  To  make 
matters  worse,  the  two  forcllfts  had 
also  been  carried  away.  The  sail  was 
finally  hauled  up  and  all  hands  went 
aloft  to  make  it  fast.  As  the  yards 
were  unsafe,  we  did  not  attempt  to 
make  the  sail  fast,  but  passed  the  gas* 
kets  around  it  to  keep  the  wind  out. 
The  next  thing  was  to  secure  the  fore- 
yards.  We  had  just  got  them  fast 
when  the  captain  came  forward.  Ho 
gave  orders  concerning  the  new  braces 
and  then  walked  aft.  I  following  as 
far  as  the  mainmast.  I  Intended  to 
get  a  turn  with  a  rope  around  a  spare 
topgallant  mast  that  waa  adrift  to 
prevent  its  doing  further  damage.  The 
starboard  lifeline  was  gone  and  that 
on  the  port  side  was  useless,  as  it  was 
too  slack   to  be  depended   on. 

*T  left  the  captain  standing  by  the 
mainmast  and  went  back  to  the  lee 
side  of  the  house  where  the  work  of 
securing  the  braces  was  proceeding.  It 
could  not  have  been  more  than  two 
minutes  when  some  one  forward  yelled 
•man  overboard!'  1  turned  around  and 
just  caught  a  gliTripse  of  some  one  in 
the  sea  on  the  starboard  quarter.  My 
flfrst  Impression  was  that  some  one  had 
fallen  from  the  foreyard  where  some 
men  still  struggled  with  the  sail.  The 
mate  called  to  me  to  go  aft  and  report 
to  the  captain  that  a  man  was  over- 
board. Except  for  th?>  man  at  the 
wheel,  the  after  part  of  the  ship  was 
deserted.  I  sent  one  of  the  men  aloft 
to  lookout  and  I  hdve  a  lifebuoy  over

answer  until  the  steward  called  that 
he  was  not  below.  Then  I  realized  that 
it  must  be  Capt.  Thomas  who  was 
overboard. 

"On  account   of   the   heavy   sea   run- 
ning  it   was   absolutely    impossible    for 
a    lifeboat   to    live,   and    to   launch    one 
would  have  meant  the  loss  of  all   who 
attempted    the   rescue.     The   only  boat 
available  was  a  long  boat  not  equipped 
with  air-tight  tanks.

The  ship  v. as  not  under  control  and  it 
was    10    o'clock    before    the    foreyards 
were      in      a      manageable      condition. 
Some  50  feet  of  the  starboard  bulwark 
had    been    washed    away    and    it      was 
through    this    gap    that    Capt.    Thomas 
was    washed    overboard    by    a    tremen- 
dous sea.    From  the  time  of  'man  over- 
board'   until   we   realized   our   helpless- 
ness   it  was  only  a  few  minutes.

The  round-the-world  line  of  the 
Chargeurs  Reunis  is  to  be  abandoned. 
This  service,  which  formerly  includ- 
ed a  call  at  Victoria  and  Puget  Sound 
ports,  has  been  operated  at  a  los.s. 
The  call  at  North  Pacific  ports  was 
discontinued  in  lOo'J  and  the  steamers 
proceeded  to  San  Francisco  from  Yo- 
kohama. 

In  the  report  for  1909-10,  published 
by  Falrplay,  the  Chargeurs  Reunis 
company  states  that  the  rates  of 
freights,  eslieciaily  on  the  South  Am- 
erican route,  were  cut  down  to  suth 
severe  extent  by  competition  that 
they  left  no  profit  whatever,  and  the 
only  line  yielding  anything  like  satis- 
factory profits  was  the  .service  to  In- 
do-China.  The  round-the-world  tour- 
ing line  worked  at  a  loss,  and  will  be 
discontinued  in  1911,  says  the  report 
Some  loss  waa  also  occasioned  by  the 
strike  at  Havre  and  Dunkirk;  but 
notwithstanding  these  drawbacks  the 
not  profit  on  the  year's  working 
amounteil  to  326.211  francs,  against 
120,207  francs  th«  prevlouH  year.  Four 
per  cent,  dividend  was  paid  against 
nil.  The  book  value  of  the  fleet  stands 
at  61.512,007  francs  and  the.  insurance 
fund  is  12,500,000  francs.  There  are 
20,000,000    franca   of   obligations.
